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The  class  of  1950 — the  largest  freshman  class  in  Westminster's  history. 
We  came,  we  saw,  and  we  reversed  the  ratio  3-1,  men  predominating.

The  one  loss 
marks  the  successful  segment,  the  four  ties  (two  at  the  season's  beginning  and 
two  at  its  end)  got  the  Titans  into  the  oddity  columns,  and  the  three  wins  went 
along  for  the  trip.  On  the  good  side,  Hetzler's  charges  allowed  only  39  points, 
but  they  only  tallied  45.  Seemingly  the  attack  bogged  down  on  the  other  side  of 
the  scrimm.age  line  for  Westminster.  When  the  season  opened,  Hetzler  found 
himself  with  a  wealth  of  tackles,  guards,  and  centers.

Coach  Washabaugh  greeted  some  eighty  eager  candidates  in  mid- 
October,  six  of  whom  were  lettermen  from  the  previous  season's  varsity — 
Bill  McLhinney,  Don  Heddleston,  Chester  Dembinski,  Fred  Paine,  Tom  Jones, 
and  Dean  Nelson.  Added  to  this  number  were  a  score  of  former  Titan  squad 
mem.bers  and  an  even  dozen  classy  high  school  performers. 

Once  the  pre-season  practice  drills  gave  way  to  practice  games,  the 
veterans  proved  their  mettle,  and  the  first  five  looked  quite  similar  to  last 
year's  team.  Not  the  tallest  team  Westminster  ever  fielded,  Washabaugh 
could  point  to  the  back  court  for  his  height,  while  McLhinney  and  Heddleston 
made  up  for  their  size  in  speed  and  ball  handling. 

Over  the  season  the  Titans  scored  a  grand  total  of  1618  points  to  their 
opponents  1289.  Averaging  64.5  per  contest  to  51.5,  "Poppy's"  cagers  were 
able  to  ring  up  one  of  the  finest  records  in  the  school's  history.  Only  the 
exceedingly  high  class  shown  by  Duquesne  and  West  Virginia  shaded  the 
Titans.  Their  21  victories  in  25  starts  placed  them  third  in  the  district  standings.

Oddly  enough  the  Titans  lost  their  opener  as  a  result  of  winning  the  prac- 
tice game.  Tom  Jones  suffered  an  ankle  injury  as  the  Blue  Wave  was  smother- 
ing a  weak  St.  Vincent  team  79-46. 

The  Eastern  swing  got  off  to  a  good  start  with  Jones  in  civies.  Freshman 
Bruce  Wagner  filled  in  capably  and  Dick  Fuhrer  proved  his  worth.  Amidst  it 
all  Westminster  toppled  Millersville  at  Philadelphia  64-43.  It  was  a  taste  of 
something  different  two  nights  later  and  a  great  City  College  team  literally 
ran  the  Titans  into  the  floor.  CCNY  triumphed  74-48  before  more  than  18,000 
spectators  in  Madison  Square  Garden. 

As  if  tiie  loss  wasn't  enough,  everyone  concerned  developed  ptomaine 
poisoning  on  the  trip  home. 

It  was  back  to  the  right  side  of  the  ledger  on  the  next  three  outings.  The 
Blue  and  White  fattened  the  point  average  against  Bethany,  Juniata,  and 
Gannon. 

Every  season  has  its  thrillers,  and  the  Titans  provided  6,000  Pittsburghers 
with  just  that.  Harvard  came  west  with  a  highly  publicized  squad.  Don  Hed- 
dleston  sent  home  the  tying  basket  as  the  timer  raised  his  gun.  The  extra 
canto  was  a  duplicate  of  the  see-saw  game  with  Harvard  winning  64-62. 

Bill  McLhinney  made  life  miserable  for  Geneva  on  the  Titan  court.  Bill 
threw  20  points  in  the  first  half  including  eight  shots  from  near  mid-floor.  The 
Covies  never  recovered  from  the  one-man  attack.  It  was  Westminster  76-53. 

St.  Vincent  and  Gannon  were  added  to  the  growing  list  for  a  second  time 
69-32  and  92-56  respectively.  The  latter  was  the  highest  score  of  the  year  with 
every  member  contributing  to  the  total. 

"Pappy"  took  the  boys  to  Pittsburgh  for  a  meeting  with  the  Panthers. 
As  usual  it  was  a  night  of  excitement.  The  Titans  had  safely  stowed 
the  win  54-45,  Dr.  Thomas  closed  the  camera,  then  the  minor  riot  broke  out. 

With  high  scoring  Chester  Dembinski  dropping  in  points  pretty  much  as  he 
pleased  the  Titans  twice  trimmed  Waynesburg,  added  Bethany,  Slippery  Rock, 
Juniata,  and  Thiel.  The  Yellow  Jackets  from  Waynesburg  provided  a  minor 
scare;  the  United  Presbyterians  eased  through  58-55.  Otherwise  it  was  "just 
a  breeze." 

Letting  the  basketball  world  know  they  were  still  to  be  contended  with,  the 
cagers  astounded  everyone  but  the  home  folks  in  dropping  a  highly  touted 
W-J  team  65-54.  A  newcomer,  Don  McCullough,  got  his  first  taste  of  action, 
and  it  was  a  pleasing  preview. 

Back  in  the  national  limelight,  Westminster  took  Carnegie  Tech  to  camp, 
then  went  after  the  Slippery  Rock  Rockets.  "Chink"  Ditkin  had  the  lead  role 
throwing  in  impossible  hook  shots,  but  McCullough  continued  to  add  luster 
to  the  shine  and  the  Titans  made  it  13  in  a  row  53-49. 

The  big  bad  Pitt  Panthers  spoiled  everything.  With  Westminster  giving 
an  exhibition  on  liow  to  play  basketball  the  smaller  Pitts  worked  the  figure 
eight  to  near  perfection  in  winning  44-39.  Little  Nate  Apple  rounded  out  four 
years  of  activity  against  Westminster  with  a  brilliant  floor  game. 

"Tall  Chester"  did  it  again  against  an  inexperienced  Thiol  team,  account- 
ing for  29  of  the  Titans  81  points.  It  was  the  tops  in  individual  point-making  for 
the  season.  The  Scots  from  Carnegie  Tech  had  no  success  in  their  second  at- 
tempt either.  Westminster  winning  68-54. 

Tournament  talk  persisted  on  the  Titan  campus,  but  Washington  and 
Jefferson  failed  to  read  the  publicity  notices.  Ted  Osso  hctd  a  field  day  to  the 
tune  of  28  points  and  the  Proxies  cooled  the  hot  Titans  off  65-47.
